ompany, an earnest Protestant churchman. It is 
pported by twenty-three national religious bodies. 
he one single purpose of RIAL, from which it has 
ever deviated, is to encourage in every community 
ross the land an active program of emphasis upon 
e development of religion in personal and com- 
nunity life. Last year American communities par- 
ipated with most encouraging results in church at- 
ndance, additions to membership, restoration of in- 
ifferent members to active church life, Sunday- 
hool advance and financial support. Not a few 
bmmunities report what might be called a genuine 
vival. ;

ne of the most promising activities suggested by 
IAL is neighborhood visitation. here was never 
hore need for this in our nation’s life than today.

tory, that are indifferent to the Bible, if indeed they 
are not devoid of a copy altogether. 

“Religion in American Life” offers a golden oppor- 
tunity to hundreds of churches to put the Bible to 
work in a program of colportage either in their own 
parish or in some new housing development nearby. 

‘““Have you a good, readable Bible in your home?” 
—let this be the approach. Many people so ap- 
proached will be amazed to learn that a well-bound, 
clear-type personal Bible can be had for as little as 
eighty-five cents, that a substantial Bible with pages 
for the family record can be bought for two dollars, 
and that these prices are what they are because the 
American Bible Society distributes all its Scriptures 
with no purpose of profit but to get them effectively 
into the hands of people without them. 

A most worth-while cash investment any church 
conducting such a canvass could make is to supply 
the visitors with copies of the Gospels in the Society’s 
new magazine-size, illustrated form, which are sup- 
plied in quantities at six cents apiece. Such gifts 
might serve as an invitation to come to church; or, 
as RIAL’s slogan has it, ‘‘Light their life with Faith— 
bring them to worship this week.” 

There will be some homes where the Scriptures 
will be needed in other than the English language. 
Such may also be secured from the Society. The 
Gospel portions are also available in several foreign 
tongues. , 

It is well to remember that there would be no 
‘Religion in American Life,’ had it not been for the 
Bible, and to realize that there is no way to maintain 
the effectiveness of religion apart from the use of the 
Bible in American life.

In the Land of the Ancient Incas 


ae! 


The Secretary of the Society’s North Andean Agency contributes some notes from his diary kept 
during a recent pilgrimage in Northern Peru, where, amid the ruins of a former 
civilization, the Bible is bringing new life to the people

RAVELING in Peru 
Tis always interest- 
ing, if not exciting. 
Quite apart from the 
mode of travel, which 
iway be either by 
plane, omnibus, truck, 
train, muleback or 
even on foot—not to 
speak of the jungle 
method, by dug-out 
canoe—the traveler is 
reminded again and 
again of the ancient 
inhabitants of the 
country. There are at 
least half a dozen dis- 
tinct civilizations 
whose remains are to be found in different sections of 
the coast and mountains. From these ruins it may be 
proved that some at least of the pre-colonial civiliza- 
tions were highly technical, and it is one of the trage- 
dies of modern history that no written records have 
come down to us from these cultured peoples, so high- 
ly trained in astronomy, in agricultural science and 
in medicine. As one thinks of the life of these ancient 
peoples and sees the ruins of Macchu Picchu, Pacha- 
camac, Paracas, Nazoa; of those near Trujillo, in the 
Viru Valley and at Paramonga, one is reminded that 
in spite of all their skill and learning they lived in 
spiritual darkness, without an answer to the deepest 
problems of life. They knew nothing of the Good 
News concerning Jesus Christ, His atoning death and 
resurrection. For it is only within recent times that 
the messengers of the Cross have traveled this way, 
frequently following the same routes as those used in 
olden days. According to William Canton in his 
“Story of the Bible Society,” it was not until the year 
1824 that the first distribution of God’s Word was 
made in the country, 1,000 Bibles and Testaments 
being sold in two days in Lima. 

The object of my journey to North Peru, however, 
was not to travel the same old highways as the Incas 
or the subjects of the Gran Chimu, interesting as such 
an experience would have been, but to meet the mis- 
sionaries and national brethren, who themselves go 
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The market place in San Marcos, Department of Cajamarca, where an 
active congregation meets regularly under national leadership

In 
Piura I attended a concentration of young people? 
over a hundred had gathered together on a Satur+ 
day afternoon from within a radius of fifty miles a 
more for spiritual fellowship and edification. } 

On another occasion we were able to attend & 
service in one of the rice plantations, where 130 peo 
ple were present to hear something of the work beings 
done by the Bible Society. The joy manifested b 
these simple folk on account of the arrival of a visitor 
was in itself ample recompense and helped to coun 
teract the weariness one experienced by arriving back 
at one’s lodgings at 2:30 a.m. the following morning 

In the Lobitos oil fields our service was of a more 
humble nature. Not more than twenty-five people 
were present, and most of those were children, crowd- 
ed together in the simple, unadorned room of one 
of the workers’ cottages, with the chickens running 
over one’s feet; but interest was very marked, and 
who can tell whether God will not raise up one of 
their number to lead His work in that area and to be 
led by His Holy Spirit? 

Such visits as the one recently undertaken to dis- 
tant provinces always provide one with an oppor: 
tunity of rethinking the basic values of life. Awa} 
from the daily routine of office work and with the 
stimulus of meeting new servants of the Lord it is pos 
sible to appraise objectively the work in general. In 
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his way the question was borne in upon one—what is 
t that keeps these men in the work of the Lord? Sure- 

it is not money, as frequently they are expected to 
ive on sub-starvation wages; and others receive noth- 
ng, working in their spare time, like the Indian I met 
ho gives six months of the year to itinerant preach- 
mg during the time that he can best leave his farm. It 
s not fame, for few of them are known outside their 
pwn small village. It, cannot be earthly learning, as 
requently the only book they read is the Bible. As I 
as once again brought face to face with these peo- 
ble, some of them living in extremely humble circum- 
tances, I realized that it was something far deeper 
han physical comforts or the concomitants of mod- 
‘rn Civilization that kept them in the work. It was 
nothing less than their love for Jesus Christ Himself. 
e Rac done something for them for which they were 
srofoundly grateful, and they wanted to pass on the 
food news to others. 


FADUCATION everywhere in America began with 
religion as its motivating principle, and the Bible 
as its inspiration and the heart of its curriculum.

Visiting the city of Cajamarca—made famous by 
the fact that it was here that the Spanish conqueror, 
Francisco Pizarro, met Atahualpa, the last of the 
Incas, and where the Inca, after having filled a room 
with gold of untold value for his ransom, was treach- 
erously murdered by the invaders—one could not re- 
frain from pondering what would have happened if 
the Bible had had free course among the inhabit- 
ants of the country in those early days. But the past is 
gone for us; ours is the opportunity of today. Let it 
not be forgotten that the Gospel is still the power of 
God . . . unto salvation. (Over 56,000 copies of the 
Scriptures were distributed during the last six 
months in this ancient land of the Incas), and it is 
our duty as well as our privilege to continue sowing 
the good seed—by our testimony and by our gifts, 
and watering it by our prayers so that, blessed by 
God Himself, it may spring up and bear fruit to 
eternity.

for this collection, and I hope with all my heart that when 
they read these things written by men, they will always 
remember that there is one Book by which all other books 
must be tried, and according 
to which eventually the readers 
as well as the writers will be 
judged. ‘That book is the Word 
of God, which above all others 
has served as my Pilot and 
Guide; and which shall accom- 
pany me to the New World 
while I take my farewell from 
so many of my other books and 
their benevolent purchasers. 


All of this was the more 
fitting because of the un- 
broken years of cooperation 
between the Reformed 
Church in America and the 
American Bible Society. It 
was in the Consistory Room 
of the Garden Street Re- 
formed Church that on 
May 8, 1816 sixty outstanding clergy and laymen 
met to take the first steps toward the official found- 
ing of the American Bible Society five days later. 
Dr. John B. Romeyn, pastor of the Cedar Street 
Reformed Dutch Church, became the Bible Society’s 
first Secretary for Domestic Correspondence. 

Today three members of the Society’s Board of 
Managers are Reformed Church leaders, and Secre- 
tary Nettinga, in charge of the Society’s Southern 
California District, is a minister of that church.

Die fountain 
pens, harmonicas, 
combs, pencils—all these 
desirable items, piled on 
the table in front of the 
crowd that had gathered 
outdoors in the POW 
camp, caught the eye of 
Kim Kyaw Han. It was 
graduation day in the 
Bible correspondence 
course, and POW’s who 
had faithfully studied the 
books of the New and 
Old Testaments were re- 
ceiving prizes for their 
work. 

Kim was a scholar, past 
thirty. He was determined 
to learn English and there- 
fore began to make in- 
quiries about the prizes, 
especially the English-Jap- 
anese dictionaries. Since 
all instruction in the schools 
of Korea was in Japanese 
until 1945, all the POW’s knew that language well. 

“How can you get one of the dictionaries?” Kim asked. He 
wasn’t a Christian, hadn’t attended church services in the com- 
pound and had no idea what was involved in securing a copy. 

The answer was simple—the Christian doctrine was contained 
in the Bible; and Christians, in order to deepen their faith and 
increase their knowledge of their God, systematically studied

the “Holy Book.”? This brought a sparkle to Kim’s eyes, for 
knew in advance that he would earn a dictionary. 

Kim was a Buddhist priest and had spent several years in 
monastery before the Reds forced him into the army. He 
formed definite study habits, had memorized long passages ¢ 
the sutras, and while not interested in becoming a follower 
Jesus, nevertheless decided that in order to win a dictionary 
would go right to work on the Bible course. He had his co 
victions and would be loyal to Buddhism; but with the di 
tionary in mind he attended church, enrolled in the course an 
began his search of God’s Word. 

The inevitable happened. The light of God flashed into 
soul from the sacred page. The living Word, sharper than an 
two-edged sword, pierced to the depths of his being, convictin 
him of his terrible and urgent need. Kim came repentant t 
Jesus, put his faith in Him as Saviour and Lord and became 
transformed man, radiant in Christian joy and zealous in Chri 
tian service. 

At graduation time he received his dictionary. In six month 
he was established as a catechumen, and in a year was bapti 
The fervor of his faith won the confidence and admiration of h 
fellow Christians in the compound and they chose hini as le 
of their congregation. Under his leadership it prospered. 

Only one who has dealt with Buddhist priests or monks ina 
attempt to bring them to Christ can understand the full glo 
of this miracle. How well I remember the scorn and sarcasm a

N 1852 B. G. Snow of the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions went to Kusaie, one of the Caroline 
Islands of the western Pacific, and put the language into writ- 
ten form. Ten years later booklets containing selections from 
Matthew, Luke and John were printed at Honolulu, and in 
1863 a translation of the entire Gospel of John, translated by 
Mr. Snow, was published by the American Bible Society in 
Honolulu. This was followed by other books of the New Testa- 
ment and some Old Testament books. Early in this century 


the work was taken over by Miss Elizabeth Baldwin, who com- ; 


pleted the translation of the whole Bible and had it printed at

HIs is not just another picture of a Sunday morn-

they are mostly of young people. Well, here’s the story. 

The town of Ashton, Illinois has about 900 inhab- 

itants. It also has an active group known as the 
United Christian Youth Fellowship. 


Last year the UCYF decided to make Worldwide 
Bible Reading really mean something to its com- 
munity. So, they scheduled noonday devotions for 
every school day between Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas. ‘he meetings were held in the Presbyterian 
Church, just across the street from the school. The 
meeting began at 12:45 and consisted of a hymn fol- 
lowed by the reading of Scripture passage for the day 
and a closing prayer. It took less than ten minutes. 

How many attended? The answer to that question 
is the best part of the story. Every day, rain or shine, 
the church was filled, many of the worshipers being 
townspeople returning to work after lunch. 

On Friday, December 12, the last school day be- 
fore Universal Bible Sunday, the day on which the 
pictures were taken, every worshiper brought used 
clothing for Korea under the sponsorship of the Good 
Will Sunday-school class of the Methodist Church.

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Helen Keller Shows the Way 


ae no one in this country 
has profited more from reading 
the Bible than Miss Helen Keller, 
who has been deprived of her sight 
and hearing since she was nineteen 
months old, and has since become 
a world leader in work for the 
‘blind and one of America’s most 
inspiring personalities. Many years 
ago, before the Braille system of 
finger-tip reading had become gen- 
erally adopted, the American Bible 
Society supplied Miss Keller with a 
Bible in volumes printed in a sim- 
ilar embossed system known as the 
New York Point. Later, when the 
blind schools had generally adopt- 
ed the Braille, and most literature 
for the blind was printed in that 
system, Miss Keller was presented 
with a complete Bible in the Braille. 
This set of twenty volumes was lost 
in 1946 when Miss Keller’s home 
in Westport, Connecticut was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire while she 
was travefing abroad in the interest of the blind of other lands. When 
the Society replaced this, Miss Keller wrote: 

The Bible itself, through which the Lord transfigures my dark silence, the 
Bible is the only voice that can convey to you my thanksgiving for your noble 
gift... when the copy of the Bible I received from you years ago—the body 
of it—perished, I am sure its soul left a blessing upon the mornings and the 
evenings my hands passed over its pages . . . A more beautiful way could not 
have been found to dedicate my new earthly home, and I shall enter, when 
it is built, confident that my work shall be as gold tried in the furnace. 

In another letter written some years earlier, Miss Keller wrote the 
Bible Society: 

In the Bible I find confidence mightier than the utmost evil. Also, it has 
a vision that passes beyond depth on depth of good as revealed by events. I 
lean on the Bible as a courage-renewing parable that embraces all the catas- 
trophes and upward trends of history. It is dynamic with an unflagging 
idealism which, if we follow it simply, will give momentum to match our 
souls’ greatness with God’s trust in us and our dominion over earth’s destiny. 

More simply and directly Miss Keller has often spoken of the Bible 
as “a book to live with, to think from and to die by.” 

-On the World Day of Prayer last winter Miss Keller visited the 
Bible House in New York, where she met with the entire staff at their 
devotional meeting, moving them profoundly not only by what she 
said but by the buoyancy of her spirit. In the accompanying picture 
she is shown with the Worldwide Bible Reading bookmark published 
last year for the first time in the Braille.

To this statement they all agreed and accepted ast 
many bookmarks as they had rooms for guests, which varied from two hun-} 
dred to one thousand. “Se | 

The managers promised to give the bookmarks to the housekeepers, w 
in turn would see to it that the maids would leave one in each room for th i 
guests. 

After the hotels were supplied we called at the offices of the YMCA andl 
YWCA, where they gladly accepted a supply for their visitors. We called at 
the office of the USO, the soldiers’ “home away from home,” and found the 
ladies in charge glad to distribute them among the soldiers who visited there. | 

Later, on my way to and from my office, I would meet young women who 
would take one or two hundred to give to their fellow employees. The balance 
we took to the Salvation Army Christmas booths along the main streets, each| 
of them taking one thousand to give to their contributors and others who 
wished to have them. It made me very happy to hear them announce this 
over their loud-speakers.
